CITATION 

Rajpal Singh, Uttam Navik (Store Assistant), 04610-H joined Indian Coast Guard on 30 July 2001. 

2. On 04 May 2009, Port Blair Chetak Flight was tasked for a Search and Rescue (SAR) Mission of a 
dinghy which had capsized at sea and 01 survivor was still missing. The initial report revealed that the survivor was 
clinging on to a plastic drum and desperately awaiting assistance. On receiving this message, Rajpal Singh rushed 
to the squadron and prepared all SAR equipment for the mission. He was detailed as free diver for this 
mission. CG 803 got airborne at 11:45 hours and Rajpal Singh kept a sharp look out for locating the survivor. The 
weather conditions were not suitable. It was cloudly with cloud base 200-800 feet and raining heavily thus reducing 
visibility. Despite the best efforts, the survivor could not be located. Rajpal Singh volunteered for the second sortie. 
CG 803 got airborne at 15:30 hours once again in search of the lone survivor. After an extensive search of 
45 minutes in challenging conditions, Rajpal Singh finally located the survivor clinging on to a plastic drum and 
reported the same to the pilots. On instruction Rajpal Singh jumped into sea. Despite turbulent sea and strong 
underwater currents, he swam towards the survivor and reached him with all his willpower. Rajpal Singh helped 
him in wearing the rescue strop and he was then winched up. The survivor was drifting for more than 12 hours and 
his entire body had shrunk because of the cold sea water. 

3. This timely and worthy operation carried out by Rajpal Singh resulted in saving a precious life at sea. He 
had also displayed his alertness and sense of responsibility on various other diving operations. He was instrumental 
in rescuing a dead body of Chattam Jetty on 26 Aug 09. 

4. Rajpal Singh, Uttam Navik (Store Assistant), 04610-H has accredited himself well and therefore he is 
awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry). 

5. The Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award is made under Rule 11 (i) of the rules governing grant of Tatrakshak 
Medal and consequently carry with them the special allowance admissible under Rule 13 in respect of above 
mentioned Coast Guard personnel who have received the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award.

6. This Resolution supersedes Ministry of Steel Resolutions No. 5(3)/2004-DI 
dated 24.3.2006 and No. 5(3)/2006-DI dated 12.9.2008.

No. ERB-I/2010/23/9—During the conference of Home Secretaries convened by the Railway Board in 
New Delhi on January 20,2010, it was observed that a sizeable number of offences such as drugging, theft of 

passengers'baggage and other miscellaneous offences against travelling public do not get registered in the GRPSs 

on account of non-identification of place of occurrences, limitations of territorial and legal jurisdictions. In the 
absence of registration of cases, neither the magnitude of problem gets identified nor effective steps are taken to 
bust the criminal gangs involved. The varied legal procedures in vogue in different States also come in the way of 
proper registration and investigation of cases. 
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In order to obviate the procedural and legal difficulties and to improve passenger security position

Railways, it has been jointly decided to constitute a committee to examine the procedure of rejpstration/transfer of 
cases pertaining to passenger offences and to study the problems and suggest ways and means for remedial action,
